LS2 HARVZy OSTTALD, 1026 ITorth Becklsy, Dallas, 

Texas, was interviewed by Captain V/ILL ITDITZ oi the 
Eor.icide Bureau, Dallas Police Department. Special 
ASSRts JjUSTS P. EOST",\jrv. and JAr.C3 V.'. BCCIEIOuT wore 
present during this interview. V/hen the Agents^ entered 
the .interview room at 3:15 p.m. , Captain PRITZ haa teen 
previously interviewing LS3 EAP.VST OST/ALD for an undetermined 
period of time. Both Agents identified themselves ^to 
OSV/ALD and advised him they v/ero law enforcement officers 
and anything ho said could bo used againsv him. OSt.AI^ 
at this time adopted a violent attitude tov/ard »«ho FBx 
and both Agents and made many uncomplimentary remarks 
about the FBI. OSV/ALD requested that Captain FRITZ removo 
the cuffs from him, it being noted that OSVIALD was hand- 
cuffed with his hands behind him. Captain FRITZ had one 
of his detectives remove tho handcuffs and handcuff 
0SV/.ILD with his hands in front of him. 

Cantain FRITZ asked OSV/ALD if ho ovex„ 9 WAod a rifle 
and GSV/.-LLD stated that ho' had observed a HR. erpJklT- (phonetic) , 
a supervisor at the Texas Schoolbook Depository on I/ovemaer 
20, ISGS,"^ display a rifle to some individuals in his offico • 
cn the first floor of the Texas Schoolbook Depository , but 
denied ever owning a rifle himself. OSV/ALD stated that he 
had never been in Mexico except to Tijuana on ono occasion, 
However, ho admitted to Captain FRITZ to having resided in 
tho Soviet Union for three yeaos where he has many friends 
and relatives of his wife. 

OSV/ALD also admitted that he was the secretary 
foi* tho Fair Play for Cuba Committee in New Orleans, 

Louisiana a fov/ months ago. OSV/.\LD stated that the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee has Its headquarters in Nev/ York 
City. OSV/ALD admitted to having received an award for 
marksmanship while a member of the U.S. Marino Corps. Ee 
further admitted that he was living at 1026 N. Bockloy in 
Dallas, Texas, under the name of O. H. LBS. OSV7ALD ada-tted 
that he was present in tho Texas Schoolbook Depository on 
November 22, 1963, 'where he has been employed since Octoosr 15, 
^963. 0SV/.«JLD stated that as a laborer, he has access to 
the entire building which has offices on the first and second
